In a letter sent to the White 
House this morning, Justice 
Minton notified President Eis- 
enhower of his plan. 

He told the President he did 
not feel he could carry out “the 
exacting duties of my office” in 
his present physical condition.

Adenauer government’s 


on how Germany can be united 


without endangering the securi- 
ty of the Communist state. 
Copies of the memorandum 
were sent to the Western Big 
Three. 

The memorandum said the 
Big Four—which partitioned 
Germany between Western and 
Eastern blocs in 1945—bear the 
full responsibility for uniting 
the nation. 

It described as a misunder- 
standing the contention of the 
Russians that a united Ger- 
many would be tied to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and the Western European 
Union. 

Germany, when united, would 
have full freedom of decision 
on its future alliances, the 
document said. 

If a united Germany should 
decide to remain in NATO, the 
security requirements of Rus- 
sia could be met by creating a 
demilitarized zone in this sen- 
sitive heartland of the con- 
tinent, it said. 

The memorandum pointed out 
that British Prime Minister 
Eden advanced the demilitariza- 
tion idea at the Geneva confer- 
ence last year. 

This zone presumably would 
straddle a reunified Germany’s 
frontiers with Communist Po- 
land and Czechoslovakia. 

West Germany likewise pro- 
posed that a disarmament 
agreement should be discussed 
“hand in hand” with German 
unification. 

European Security System. 

It offered to discuss all plans 
to create a European security 
system, but said this system 
could not include the rival 
German states, only a reunified 
Germany. 

To Moscow, the government 
said the unification of Germany 
would serve the interest of the 
Russian people “for réally nor- 
mal German-Soviet relations 
are possible only after reunifi- 
cation.” It added: 

“The establishment of nor- 
mal, indeed good, neighborly 
relations between the German 
people and the Russian people 
is in the interest of both na- 
tions. 

“The reunification question is 
not only a questipn of national 
importance for the German peo- 
ple but is of the greatest im- 
portance for the Russian peo- 
ple and of equal -importance 
for the security of Europe and 
the peace of the world.” 

Two Main Objectives. 

The 80-year-old Chancellor 
has two main objectives in mak- 
ing this direct approach to 
Moscow and to the Big. Three 
powers: To revive international 
discussion of the unity issue 
and to head off mounting crit- 
icism of his foreign policy in 
Germany. 

No progress has been made 
on the German problem since 
the two Geneva conferences last 
year.

Stroll with us along Sec- 
ond street, the main stem of the Mid-America 
Jubilee. This is the bright, fresh, new, regional 
showcase that has sprung into life on the origi- 
nal St. Louis townsite hard by the Mississippi.

Even on a weekday afternoon you'll be pleas- 
antly surprised to discover almost as many visi- 
tors ambling leisurely along as you would, say 
on Olive street in front of the Old Post Office 
in the heart of the contemporary community. 
They are two separate and distinct worlds. 

Second street inside the Jubilee grounds 
seems a lot cleaner than Olive and a lot less 
formal.

‘the buildings and the casual clothing of the 
visitors, Qn a warm day, however, Second street 
can impel you to a search for such creature 
comforts as drink and shade. 

Liguid refreshments are available in unlim- 
ited quantities (and at fair prices), and the 
Chamber of Commerce provides a hospitality 
eenter at Second and Walnut with a few seats 
for the foot-weary. There’s a bubbler of ice- 
water nearby, too, but the grounds could use a 
few more of them and maybe a carload of 
benches. After all, 37 acres are quite a bit of 
territory to cover without a break. 

Moving south in Second street you pass a 
display of military and heavy equipment and 
various institutional exhibits. St. Bouisans who 
have never used a voting machine can try one 
out at the League of Women Voters’ booth. 
Crowning a rise south of Clark avenue the 
striking Geodesic dome bulges into view. On 
all sides of it lie the pfincipal industrial dis- 
plays. A left-oblique turn from the dome heads 
you straight for the beer garden overlooking the 
levee. Fortified from a stop here (some visitors 
have complained there aren't enough seats), you 
can move back past the heliport, through the 
amusement area and into the agricultural ex- 
hibits. And you may well be inclined to return 
at night for the big show, “Heartland USA,” 
played on a stage set up in front of the Old 
Cathedral. 

The Jubilee is St. Louis’s first real effort at 
this sogt of venture since World's Fair days, half 
a century ago. It has its flaws—what hasn't?— 
but all in all it is well worth seeing. And if 
from this miniature there develops a full-fledged 
international exposition in 1964, the 200th anni-

A School Principal Does His Duty 


Head of Clinton High School tells how integration came for 
first time to a state-supported school in Tennessee; National 
Guardsmen had to put down mob; principal says he had no

Clinton High School Principal D. J. 
Brittain Jr.—tossed by integration and 
violence to a national’ prominence he 
does not want—quietly insists: “I must 
be fair to all.”

“IT have been in Anderson county just 
about all my adult life,” he said. And 
he talked on quietly: 

“I know many of the ople. My 
father, D. J. Brittain, has been princi- 
pal of Oliver Springs High School for 
30 years. My uncle, J, F. Brittain, was 
superintendent of Roane county schools 
until he retired last year. Roane county 
is adjacent. , 

“My mother was a teachér until her 
death seven years ago. My wife—she 
was Clarice Jones when we married 17 

ears ago — teaches home economics 
ere.” 

Mrs. Brittain’s father owned a farm 
in what has become the nearby atomic 
installation of Oak Ridge, where 
schools under federal control have been 
integrated ever since the Supreme 
Court decision. 

Brittain is a man of medium height 
who appears taller because of his slen- 
der, bony frame. His head is bald ex- 
cept for thin dark hair on the side. His 
features are strong. He wears thick 
glasses which do not hide the dark 
pouches that developed during the last

two weeks. He has a warm -smile. 
When he talks in a good, deep, calm 
voice, it is easy to understand why many 
children of the school secretly voted 
their confidence in him. 

The 39year-old Brittain attended 
Oliver Springs High School, then Mary- 
ville College near Knoxville, then got 
his master’s degree at the University of 
Tennessee. He began teaching in 1937 
at Clinton, became principal of nearby 
Lake City High School in 1940, and be- 
came principal of Clinton in 1943. 


“I had always thought that school 
work was the last thing in the world I 
wanted to do,” he said, but added with 
nostalgia: “But as I grew older, I saw 
that it was the thing I knew most about, 
particularly from my background.” 

When not on the job, he loves fish- 
in Tennessee Valley Au- 

es. He takes an avid interest 
in the school’s sports. He said proudly: 
“For two consecutive years we won the 
conference football trophy. If we win 
this year we get to keep it) We are 
proud of winning the trophy for both 
sportsmanship and academic work.” 

“T have seen this school grow from 
350 students to 800 students,” Brittain 
said, a note of pride in his voice. “Once 
the school was not recognized by the 
Southern Association of Secondary 
Schools and Colleges. 

“Tt has since become a member. 
Through the years wings were added 
to the original building put up 25 years 
ago. Two years ago we built the gym- 
nasium. We draw pupils from a radius 
of about 30 miles on nine busses.” 

Trying to define his own, personal 
stand, Brittain recalled that when the 
first suit was brought “four or five 
years ago” asking admittance of Negro 
children, “we went to court to fight 
the suit.” 

Later, the Supreme Court issued its 
decision holding segregation unconsti- 
tutional, and the Knoxville Federal 
Court ordered Negroes admitted at 
Clinton. Brittain said: 

“I am abiding by the laws of the 
land, as I have the court order, and as 
I shall continue to do, if there are other 
laws that are higher. I cannot do any- 
ae 8 but abide by the law.” 

Others on the Clinton faculty were 
confident students would enter school 
in ever increasing numbers despite re- 
ports of telephone threats to parents. 

Out of an 806 total enrollment, 266 
showed up Wednesday, but 80 more 
appeared after lunch, and 394 Thursday. 

“T am hopeful,” said Brittain.

State of German Photography 


THE GERMAN PHOTOGRAPHIC ANNUAL [9Sé. 
edited by Dr. Wolf Streche. (American Phete- 
qraphic Seok Publishing Co. 120 pos) 


In the last decade, the question has 
often been asked: What has happened 
to German photography? Some of the 
major advancements in photography 
took place in Germany. That country 
originated and still produces cameras 
and lenses of unsurpassed excellence, 
but its new generation of photographers 
has not regained the eminence held by 

war masters. 

is book provides interesting and 
significant views of where German pho- 
tography now stands, and of its pros- 
pects for regaining its lost stature. Ger- 
many’s outstanding photographers be- 
gan seeking new fields as early as 1933, 
often under compulsion, and many of 
them are still making outstanding con- 
tributions to photo-journalism in the 
United States and other countries 

where they found refuge.

Meantime, the technical excellence 
of photography in Germany remained 
while its content became subverted. 
“For years photography had been the 
slave and worshipper of evil,” writes 
L. Fritz Gruber in an illuminating pre- 
face. “The face of the man with the 
Chaplin moustache called Hitler, yes- 
men at attention, uniforms, bands, flags, 
the terrifying frozen-faced adoration, 
arms raised, hands outstretched. 

“Photography had been the state- 
sponsored German Romantik, the in- 
numerable shots of the German sol- 
dier, with the grim, controlled features 
of an actor, fighting his way victorious- 
ly through defeat. Photography, it 
seemed, had been a lie. The world was 
different, and life was different, partic- 
ularly now that the war was lost. There 
was only one value attached to the 
camera you had managed to hang onto: 
if you bartered it, it ught you food 
in abundance or dizzy sums in Reichs- 
mark.” 

Since the war, German photographers 
have been handicapped by lack of me- 
dia for publishing, and consequently for 
financing their work. The tremendous 
impetus that photo-journalism has re- 
ceived in the United States through 
markets in major picture magazines, 
and the increasing use of photographs 
in publications of all sorts is lacking. 

Explanatory notes that accompany 
the 120 black and white reproduc- 
tions and the eight color pages repeat- 
edly mention thatthe photographer 
came across the shot while strolling 
and looking for something to photo- 
graph. Some of the pictures are com- 
missions for industrial brochures, and 
they are the principal examples of the 
professional photographer's work.

The station telecasts 17 hours a 
week of in-school programs de- 
signed for classroom instruction 
with a teacher present, he said. 

KETC has presented a full 
schedule of programs of “gen- 
eral interest,” “culture” and 
“community service” in the past 
two years, Arms added. 

“The most significant devel- 
opment in this area is the edu- 
cational spectacular being pre- 
pared for this fall, when KETC 
will devote an entire week's 
night-time programming to a

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EARTHQUAKES IN TENNESSEE 


Two moderately strong earth- 
quakes were recorded early to- 
day about 400 miles southeast 
of here, centering near Knox- 
ville, Tenn., Dr. Ross Heinrich, 
professor of geophysics at St. 
Louis University, reported. 
The first, recorded at 8:37 
a.m., measured about 4 on the 
magnitude scale of the seismo- 
graph, Dr. Heinrich said. The 
second, at 8:50 a.m., was only 
about half as strong. In com- 
parison, Dr. Heinrich said, a 
quake registering a magnitude 
of 8 or higher is totally destruc- 
tive.. The last tremor recorded 
in that Tennessee area occurred 
Jan. 1, 1954 and was of an in- 
tensity between the quakes to- 
day.

Septic Tanks

ANSWER: The most logical 
explanation of this word is that 
it is a variant of the Irish word 
“shebeen.”
